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A REPORT of the Commiffioner of the Revenue, required 


__ by the Order of the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 


2d Day of March, 1795, concerning the internal 
revenues of the United States.

The order of the Houfe of Reprefentatives having been made 
at the expiration of its laft term, a report could only be made to the prefent 
Houfe. On the day following the receipt of the order, circular letters, com- 
municating the fub{tance thereof, were tranfmitted to the fupervifors. Thefe 
letters contained alfo explicit and particular inftructions, intended to infure the 
requifite attention to punctuality and to the neceflary details, as will appear from 
the annexed copy. With a view to expeditious and eafy communications from 


the fupervifors to the infpectors, printed copies were tranfmitted to the former, 


for all of the infpectors of furveys as well as for themfelves. As circumiftances im- 


_tmediately preceding the order of the Houfe had convinced thofe, who haa to 


pay the tax, that the revenue laws would be executed in future, and had re- 
moved fome of the difficulties, which had impeded and greatly difordered the 
antecedent bufinefs, it appeared expedient to reinforce, by the influence of this 
legiflative call, the injunctions, which had been previoufly given to fettle and 
return, as far as was then poffible, all that remained in arrear. To prevent 
inconvenience from accidents, and to increafe impreflion, duplicates of thofe 
letters were alfo tran{mitted. 
One of the acts concerning fnuff and {nuff mills, requiring an annual re- 

ort of the revenue from that object to be made to Congrefs, a f{pecial circular 
fle upon that fubject was tranfmitted to the fupervifors, {hortly after the cir- 
cular communication above mentioned, and nearly fix months before the expira- 
tion of the firlt year of the operation of the {nuff tax. . 

_ Immediately before the time when the five new duties would have ex- 
ifted an entire year, other letters were tranfmitted to the fupervifors, calculated 
to promote their attention to the objects required by the Houfe, and requefting 
them immediately to furnifh, for legiflative and executive ufe, anticipated efti- 
mates of what each of the internal revenues might be expected /to produce in 
the year 1796. 
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Other letters, partially circular, have been tranfinitted at different times to 
thofe fupervifors who continued to be moft in arrear as to thefe and their other 
returns. Befides which, fpecial letters, as frequent and in terms as urgent as 
circumflances required and admitted, have been addrefled to fome of the fu- 
pervifors, and indeed to other officers of the revenue, who from confiderations 
of weight, cannot be inftructed immediately from the treafury on ordinary oc- 
cafions. 

But, although a perfect refpeA to the order of the Houfe, and the proper 
duties of this office, have produced thefe early and repeated communications to 
the fupervifors, it is not intended to convey the idea, that they, or the other 
officers of the revenue, have made lefs exertions than any other defeription of 
perfons in the public fervice.. For it -is believed, that a comparative view of 
their fervices and duties would produce different impreffions. It is however 
true, thatthe embarraf{ments and difficulties of the revenue bufinefs have been 
met by inadequate exertions in fome inftances. ‘Thefe cafes have been the fub- 
jects of explicit communications with the proper officers.. But it is doubted whe- 


ther a complete remedy can be applied without transferring the tax upon fpirits 
to the ftills. 


WHEN the order of the Houfe was received at this office, the refleGion 
occurred, that the firft year of the five internal revenues eftablifhed in 1794, 
would not terminate until the 30th of September, 1795; and that the revenues 
from both kinds of domeftic diftilled fpirits and from ftills, would have their 
neareft annual period on the 3oth of June following the receipt of the order. 
It was only on the fame 3oth of June, that the exifting arrangement of officers 
and compenfations would have been in operation for an entire year in relation 
to all the revenues, which are confidered as parts of the fyftem of internal tax- 
ation. It appeared defirable therefore, and indeed neceflary to make prepara- 
tion for ftatements, which fhould refpectively terminate on thofe two days of 
June and September 1795, and a return of officers and compenfations, as of the 
firft of thofe days being the middle of the year.—When however, it is remem- 
bered, that the ftatements of the familiar and unembarraffed bufinefs of the cuf- 
toms, concentred as they are in each inflance in a fingle port and poft-town, 
cannot be conveniently made up at the Treafury, for any year, until near the 
clofe of the year following, much longer time will appear neceflary in the cafe of - 
the internal revenues. Some of thefe are new, one litigated, and the largeft of 
them has been the fubject of forcible oppofition and coercion. They are more- 
over fo fcattered, that one or the other of them accrues in every county and in 
almoft every townfhip of the United States. ; 

The following ftatements, A, B, C, D, E, F, and G, contain an exhibi- 
tion of all the returns, whether formal or irregular, which have been yet receiy~ 
ed at the Treafury. To thofe papers are added fuch {upplementary eftimates 
as we poflefs materials to juftify. ‘The paper H contains a lift of the officers, | 
with their compenfations. .The paper I, is a copy of the a& of the Prefident, 
eftablifhing thofe compenfations.. The paper K is the general ftatement of thofe 
revenues, with all the expences of collection. ‘The drawbacks are inferted in 
the particular ftatements of the feveral revenues fo far as they are afcertained, 
Thefe ftatements are accompanied with fome remarks, which may contribute to 
place the fubject within the view of the legiflature.

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The grofs revenue from fpirits diftilled from domeftic materials, and from 
fills, appears by the accompanying flatement and eflimate (A), to amount to

MoT he two earlieft and largeft eftimates of that branch of the fpirit tax, which 
were made in December 1790, refulted in a grofs amount 
of - - Dols. - 270,000 
But fince the paffing of the law of 1791, which was pre- 

dicated on thofe eftimates, the duty on fpirits from domettic 

materials has been reduced from nine to feven cents, being 

two ninth parts of the whole; for which of courfe there is to 

be deducted from the eftimate - Dols. 60,000 

The yearly duty upon the capacity of the ftill has alfo been 
reduced, from fixty to fifty-four cents, fince the pafling of 
the act of 1791. This difference, taken upon only one fifth 
part of the whole 270,000 dollars, gives the {um of 5,400 

Since that year, monthly licences, not contemplated by 
the eftimates, have been allowed by law, and an opinion is 
held at the Treafury, grounded on a report made upon ex- 
periments by diftillers, that, in confequence of that allow- 
ance, the duty, in the cafe of ftills employed on grain, may 
be eafily reduced from feven cents to four cents and one half, 
and in the cafe of fruit from feven cents to four cents per 
gallon. If this be taken at the minimum of two cents and 
one half per gallon, it will juftify a deduction of 37,500

will be left as the juft and true refiduum, after thus deducting from the origi- 
nal eflimate, the aggregate of thofe excifions from this duty, which have been 
actually made by the law of 1792. Inftead of that fum, there can be no doubt 
from the face of the ftlatment A, that a larger amount has accrued and will be 
collected. And if the flatutes concerning this branch of the revenue had not 
been greatly fruflrated by the unavoidable want of a law officer, to profecute the 

’ pleas of the United States in a produGive diflriét, a confident belief is enter- 
tained, that it would have yielded a fim nearly one third larger than the refi- 
duum above ftated. 

To colleft, with an effect really equal to previous eftimates, fo very fmall a 
revenue, over the face of an extenfive and {parfely-peopled country, under the 
difadvantages of neceflarily imperfect and untried laws, of prejudice, and even 
oppoition,will be confidered as favourable to the general character of the revenue 
othicers in the diftrias. It is moreover to be remembered, that there are fome 
occafional circumflances, which might have been expected to produce a defal- 
cation of the duties upon fpirits from domeftic materials. The exceflive prices 
of grain, of marketable and exportable fruit, and of cider, have deprived the 
diftillers of a very large portion of the means to employ their ftills. In all places, 
the inducements to diftil have been greatly diminithed by the increafed competi- 
on of the miller and merchant for every fpecies of grain. It might have been 
fuppofed too, that the great additional importations of foreign fpirits *, of low 


* The quantity of foreign diftilled fpirits, imported in the year ending on the - goth 
September, 1790, was 3,678,199 gallons: That in 1794, was 5699369 gallons. 
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priced wines, and of malt liquors {, with the multiplication and extenfion of 
the manufatories of the latter, concurring with thofe circumflances, would 
have reduced the revenue on fpirits from domeftic materials, far below all for- 
mer expectation: Yet this does not ‘appear to be the cafe. It is worchy of re- 
mark here, that, on a calculation predicated upon the premifed facts, the quan- 
tity of {pirits from fruit and grain only, which have been fubjected to the reve- 
nue inthe United States in the reported year, appears to be greater than the 
average of the fame branch in England, during the la{t thirty years, notwith- 
ftanding the more ftrit and rigorous nature of their laws. If thefe objects have _ 
produced there a greater fum, it is becaufe the duty is much higher. A com~ 
parifon with the fame revenue, under the laws of certain of the ftates, would 
be ftill more favourable to the operation by the United States. —Pennfylvania, 
for example, collected in the year 1790, from an excife of eight cents and eight | 
ninths, upon foreign and domeffic {pixits and upen all kinds of wine, much lefs | 
than is now collected from fpirits made from domeflic materials only, though her ~ 
territory is crowded with emigrants confuming her produce, and ihe contributed 
very largely to the fupply of the weftern and militia armies out of the crop of 
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The tax upon fpirits diftilled from foreign materials appears, by the fame 
accompanying {tatement A, to amount to 141,989 dollars 154 cents, for one _ 
year, ending likewife on the 30th day of June, 1795. a 

The eftimates of 1790, already referred to, refulted in regard to the tax on 


fpirits from molaffes, in the grofs amount of Dols. 385,000. i 
But fince the paffing of the firft law in 1791, which was pre- : 
dicated on thofe eftimates, the duty on this kind of fpirits has i 
been reduced from eleven to nine cents per gallon. Wherefore oF 
there are to be deducied two eleventh parts of 385,000 dollars, Bs A 
being - tts - 4 70,060."

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The revenue from fpirits diftilled from foreign materials in the year end- | 
ing with June 1795, was, according to ftatement and eftimate’ A, 141,989 336 
dollars. The defalcation of this branch of the revenue appears therefore | 
166,34872 dollars. But the importation of molaffes in the year 1794 was lefs | 
than that in 1791, by 3,700,000 gallons. Allowing fomething extraordinary — 
for the portion which would not have been ufed in diftillation, the duties on 
the remainder at nine cents per gallon, would more than counterbalance that 
fum. To this deficiency in the fupply of molaffes, it is probable that fomething - 
might be added for the increafed confumption of it in {ubflance on account of —

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t The quantity of beer, ale, and porter, imported in the year ending on the 30th 
September, 1790, was 70,564, gallons: That in 1794, was 3315458 gallons, 
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the high price of fugar. Thefe circumftances not only explain the defalcation of 
the tax on fpirits diftilled in the United States from foreign materials, but afford 
ground of conviction, that a great revenue from this fource has been prevented 
only by the extraordinary nature of the war in the Weft Indies. As to the future 


_ courfe of the butinefs there appears little uncertainty in the expectation, that the 


reftoration of the molafles trade, the reduétion of the prices of grain abroad and 
at home, and the increafe of fruit, or even the two latter, fhould molaffes conti- 
nue to fail, will render the revenue from domeftic {pirits highly valuable, efpe- 
cially if further modified by the legiflature. 


THE eftimates of the duties on fales at auGion, funff and fuuff mills, refined 
fugar, carriages and licences to retail wines and foreign diftilled fpirits, were for- 
med upon grounds, which are unknown at the ‘Treafury, having been made by 
a committee of the Houfe of Reprefentatives. It appears highly probable how- 


ever, that any information, which could have been attainable at that time, muft 
_ have been very imperfect and uncertain, and it is to be remembered, that al- 


terations in the bills, which produced diminutions in the product, were made 
during their paffage through the legiflature. On thefe five duties, the following 


_ obfervations occur.

The auéfioneer’s tax, according to the ftatement (B), amounts to 31,593 dol- 
lars 23% cents, and falls confiderably fhort of the eftimate referred to. It is 


- conceived, that the numerous and extenfive exemptions in the provifo to the 1ft 


fection of the law, the very increafed agency of brokers in{tead of auctioneers in 
the bufinefs of the fea~port towns, and the multiplication of the various objects, 
which now form our circulating medium, have greatly affected this revenue.

ee ie anes on Snuff and fuuff mills, amount, according to the ftatements C 
and D, to 9,511 dollars 8% cents, and have proved apparently the leaft con- 


| formable with the committee’s eftimate, though it is not known what proportion 


they expected from manufactured tobacco. This article, which is of much 
greater confumption than fnuff, was not fubjected to duty as propofed by the 
committee. An opinion prevails, and it is believed on juft grounds, that the 
exilting law relative to this branch of the public revenues, is either conftru@ed 
upon wrong principles or is very defective in its provifions. It is underftood 
alfo, that the productivenefs of this tax has been diminifhed by extraordinary, 
though very natural exertions of the manufacturers of fnuff to increafe the ftock 
on hand before the operation of the duty; and it is reprefented, that, fince 
the alteration of the principle of the law, the larger mills, with great powers 


_ of water and capital, have been able to make {nuff, by licence, fo as to reduce 
the contribution on the pound of the manufactured commodity to a much lefs 


rate than eight cents.

_ The refined fugar tax amounts to 34,527 dollars 86 cents, and appears alfo 
by the flatement (E) to fall fhort of the original eftimate, but additions will be 
‘aie 
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made when all the returns fhall be received. ‘The defalcation may be owing | 
not more to the imperfection of the materials, which the committee could ob- 
tain, to govern their opinions, than to the increafed ufe of the fine Mufcovadoes 
and of the clayed and powdered white fugars, which are underflood to have been 
imported in a greater degree than formerly. ‘“Thefe have facilitated a prudent 
ceconomy to which the prices of many of the neceffaries of life have invited the 
confumer. 


IV. 


The tax upon carriages for the conveyance of perfons appears by the ftatement 
(F) to have produced 41,42173 dollars. ‘The. members of the legiflature are 
generally informed, that a queftion has been raifed, in an extenfive flate, about 
the conftitutionality of the law which impofes it. ‘That circumftance is con-— 
ceived not only to have diminifhed the revenue in that diftriG, but in fome 
other places. As it was, for obvious reafons, highly defirable to have this point ! 
immediately fettled, every exertion was made, fhort of precipitating a decifion, — 
to bring it early before the difirict court. ‘The judges of that tribunal were di- 
vided, and the cafe was carried by appeal to the fupreme court of the United | 
States. It was endeavoured on the part of the government to have the queftion - 
finally argued in Auguft laft, but from circumflances on the fide of the defen-— 
dant, it became neceflary to acquiefce in‘a poflponement, until the February — 
term. It is underflood that the revenue of the current year will be farther di- ~ 
minifhed by the unavoidable delay of a decifion.

The flatement (G) exhibits the grofs revenue from licences to retail wines — 
and foreign diftilled fpirit, at 54,731, dollars, fo far as returns have been re- 
ceived at the Treafury. It was to be expected that: the amount would fall con- 
{iderably below the original eftimate, becaufe the fpirit licences were confined to 
the retailers of foreign {pirits, contrary to what feems to have been the firft in- 
tention of the committee. ‘This not only diminifhed greatly the number of li- 
cences, but is fuppofed to have facilitated evafions of the law. It is not doubted, — 
that the occurrence of the month of entry (September) fo foon after the paf- 
fing the licence-a&t, may have prevented that timely promulgation of. it, which | 
was neceflary to the perfect collection of this tax. A fimilar reflection arifes with 
greater force in regard to the carriage tax, and indeed the arrangements necef- _ 
fary to carry into execution the feveral laws concerning the five new duties, re- 
quired more time than intervened between the beginning of June and the month ~ 
of September.

THE paper (H) contains the names of nearly all the officers employed in 
the bufinefs of the internal revenues throughout the United States. Judging 
by a comparifon with fa¢ts in the fcene moft adjacent to the feat of govern- 
ment, thefe are lefs numerous than the correiponding officers of the ftates. The 
colleé#ors, alone, of the revenues of the ftate of Peunfylvania, all of which are 
of courfe internal, are believed to be very many more in number, as well in 
fact as in proportion to the refpettive aggregates of the taxes, than all the offi- 
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cers of every defcription employed in that diftrict to fuperintend and collect the fix 
duties of the United States,which are the fubjects of this communication. Through- 
out the eaftern parts of the union it is underftood, that there is a collector of 
their taxes in every townfhip, which mutt give a number greater in that quar- 
ter alone, than that of all the officers of the internal revenues of the United 
States. In the other parts of the union, it is believed, that there is confidera- 
bly more than the proportion of one collector of the ftate dues in each county 
onamedium. It is certain that the internal revenue officers of every clafs up- 
on the federal eftablifhment are fewer in number, although one defcription 
of them (the auxiliary officers) nas been appointed for the fole purpofe of bring- 
ing conveniently near to the payers of certain of the taxes, an office of entry 
and application. — et 

The apparent emoluments of the officers and the expences of collection, though 
not higher than, has been expected, if accurately confidered, muft be taken in 
conjunction with feveral connected circunsitances. 

Some of the fupervifors and infpectors have allowances for preparing or 
figning certificates for foreign diftilled {pirits, wines and teas, which not being 
conveniently feparable, appear in their general mals of charges on the internal 
revenues. ‘They are however not confiderable. For the important fervice of 
checking on /and the great import duties on thofe three articles, thefe revenue 
officers receive no other than the very fmall allowance which is jutt referred to. 
A puncheon of {pirits, worth one hundred dollars, yields to fome one of them 
in a diftri€t, no more than two cents and one half, and a cafk of wine worth 
forty dollars yields, in like manner; but a fingle cent.. ‘he fupervifors and 
infpectors office rent, fuel, and clerk hire, the value or hire of the collectors 
horfes, and their keeping, together with their own expences when on the road, 
are deductions from their emoluments. ‘The poflages of letters and packets, 
which greatly contribute to fwell the incidental expences, are all returned into 
the public treafury except the allowances to the poft officers. Moft of the fu- 
pervifors and feveral of the infpectors perform neceflary and important duties, 
auxiliary to fome of the officers of the feveral executive departments, on terms 
very far indeed below what would be accepted by any fpecial agent, public or 
private. 

The ftatements and eftimates accompanying this report contain the fub- 
flance of all the returns and documents concerning the internal revenues for 
the year to which they relate. Such papers as may be received during the 
courfe of the feffion are propofed to be digefted into a fupplementary ftlatement.

i HAVE been obliged to poftpone, until this day, a commu- 
nication to you concerning a refolution of the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the 2d 
of March laft. It did not reach my hands till yefterday afternoon. The refolu- 
tion requires, that there be laid before the next congrefs Juch a fiatement of 
‘* the internal revenues as will afcertain, with precifion, the net produ thereof, 
‘“ and the expence of colleétion”—al{o, ‘+ a lif of all the officers employed in that 
“* fervice, and the compenfations allowed to each of them.” 

Completely to effect thefe feveral objects, and as the bafis of the relative 
obfervations and explanations which fhould accompany the ftatements from the 


Treafury, it is neceffary, that early and particular attention be paid to the fol- 
lowing points. 


I. 


‘The completion of all the returns and abftracis, relative to retailer’s li- 
cences, fales at auction, carriages, refined fugar, and {nuff and {nuff mills, un- 
til the 30th of September next, on which day the firft year of thofe revenues 
will end. ets 


II. 


The completion of all the returns and abftracts, relative to the diftillation 
in Cities, towns, and villages, and from foreign materials, from the firft day of — 
July 1791, until the goth day of September 1795, the return for each quarter, — 
now unreturned, to be tranfmitted to the Treafury as foon as completed. 


Il. 


The completion of all the returns and abftradis, relative to the diftillation 
from domeftic materials, in places other than cities, towns, and villages, and 
to ftills, as far as the fame can, by every exertion in your power, be completed. 
—From the firft day of July 1791, to the laft day of December 1794, they 
{hould be made up by the clofe of the current quarter, the 30th of June next.— 
Thefe alfo fhould be immediately fent forward, as each fhall be completed. I 
recommend too, fuch exertion as will poffefs the 'T reafury of the abftra@, rela- 
tive to the half year, now current, by the clofe of the year 1795. 
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IV. 


The completion of the quarterly accounts current, with the proper ac- 
companyments, from July 1{t 1791, to the 30th day of September 1795, and 
the tran{miffion of each of them, which is at this time incompleted, as foon as 
it {hall be made up. 


V. 


A complete lift of all the infpectors of furveys, infpectors of the revenue 
for the ports, colleGtors of the revenue, auxiliary officers and deputies of the 
infpedtors of the revenue for the ports, as the fame {hall ftand in the month of 
June 1795, exhibiting the falary allowed to each, and an eftimate of the com- 
miffions, fees for marking ftills, &c. &c. alfo the furveys, divifions, and coun- 
ties. —To thefe you will prefix a fimilar exhibition of all the emoluments of the 
fupervifors. ; 

Should any thing further occur, likely, in your opinion, to give to the le- 
giflature, a perfed view of the revenue fervice, and of its refulis, you will be 
pleafed to add fuch information.

ee a Wr J HEREAS - the Legiflature of the United States has : 


made further provifion for fervices and expences in the 


collection and fecuring the revenues thereof; and it has therefore become necef- 
fary to revife and enlarge fome of the allowances heretofore made for the fame: 


it is hereby declared and eltablifhed by the Prefident of the United States that the 
following compenfations fhall be granted and paid to the feveral officers employed 
in the fupervifion, infpetion and colleétion of the revenues accruing upon fpi- 
mits diftilled in the United Sates, and upon ftills, retailers licences, fales at auc= 
tion, refined fugar, carriages, fnuff and mills for the manufacturing’ the fame ; 
and that the following expences and charges fhall be allowed thereon, from and 
after the firft day of July one thoufand feven hundred and ninety-four.
